I, INTRODUCTION 



1. Interrogation of the Prisoners involved has established that 

GLOBETROTTER doe3 not comprise any far-flung and coherent subversive 
movement* — ' Investigation has shewn that DE CHELARD and HOMMEN had 
some nebulous ideas in such a direction) that GALT A was merely a 
political crank, and that DUSCHEIi '//as out to create a position for 
himself and therefore half-heartedly joined forces with EE CHELARD. 

FLEGEL might have become a v/illing party to HQMMEN's and D5 CHELARD f s 
schemes when he fortuitously came into contact with these individuals. 

In fact it was he who, during his travels In the British and US Zones, 
spread among former SS and HJ leaders living underground such vague 
infm about DEE CHELARD and his intentions as he had heard from DE CliELARD 
himself, SPRINGER, STENDER and MORITZEN. FLEGEL f s utterances, reaching 
more and more ears, became so distorted, that eventually a number of 
individuals came to believe in the existence of a well-organised movement 
centred around DE CriELARD at ITZEKOE. 



2* LAPINS, NICIZSL and their friends at VENHE fall under quite a 

different category. DE ChELARD visited them twice and tried to interest 
them in his schemes. On both occasions t 1 . y made it quite clear to' him 

that they did no-: wish to nave anything to do with him or "his group".

3. * The movements and contacts of most of these people, in particular 

of FLEGEL, have shown that former leading NS personalities living in 
hiding of necessity keep in touch. In order to avoid arrest by 
authorities, they assist each other by exchanging names and addresses 
of sources where false papers, clothing, food and shelter can be 
obtained, 5;

cl) Preamble 

Prisoner, who is 39 years of age, is a refugee from Eastern 
GERMANY. He is intelligent and well-educated. His career as Reg 
Rat was interrupted by the war. ^ter the capitulation, he was 
without means and without employment. Seeing no possibility Of 
talcing up his original profession again, he decided to find employment 
in a new org or party. 

He had formerly no strong connections with the NSDAP. He is a 
nationalist of the old school, and has an abhorrence of Coorrmiifiism. 

He believes that a conflict between the be stern* Powers and RUSSIA is 
inevitable* From such a conflict he visualises not only the restoration 
of the lost eastern territories to GERMANY, but also the re-emergence of 
a German Government under which he and other individuals of his standing 
would once more resume their accustomed places in society*.- 

Prisoner was fairly co-operative under interrogation and it is • 
considered that the infm he has given is reliable.

After the capitulation Prisoner was interned with otiiox' bo 
leaders at NEUEj-.GuM^'IE ♦ It needed little prompting from a fellow- 
internee (SS Stubaf SPRINGER - See DIG FR 111) to persuade him to 
join in an escape from that camp. 

Endeavours to retain his freedom brought Prisoner into contact 
with a number of former SS and HJ leaders living underfpround. Unxier 
interrogation, Prisoner at first tried to bo evasive and to shield 
those who had helped him to avoid an early ro-arrest. Later he 
became co-operative, and the infm he has given is considered to be 
reliable .

He suffers from a hereditary mental disease, which does not, however, 
greatly affect his intelligence or his reasoning faculties (NB: His 

father spent a period in an asylum imagining he was the Emperor of 
China). 

Prisoner was called to the colours in May A3 and wis medically 
graded M L* 15 l ,r (nervous and mental instability, cured or active, 
addicted to drugs). In view of his neurotic condition, he was 
certified as unfit to bear arms and was posted in a civilian capacity 
(Zivildienstverpfliohtet) to a non-combatant dental unit. 

Prisoner is one of those eooentrics who firmly believe, and 
endeavour to convince others, that they have discovered the formula 
for the world’s salvation from all its political troubles, It is 
irrelevant from .on int viewpoint to dwell upon his political ideas,

True to Nazi tradition, Prisoner has been trained in blind 
obedience to his superiors and in the belief that they can do no wrong. 
Only the catastrophic events which led to the final collapse of the 
Third Reich served to destroy Prisoner's faith in the regime which he 
had iio ardently supported, and which he had been taught to regard as 
infallible. Suddenly freed from a rigid discipline and forced to act 
and think for himself, Prisoner's foremost goal was to avoid arrest 
by the occupying authorities and to live unobtrusively with his wife. 

For these reasons Prisoner assumed an alias and avoided any kind of 
political activity which might have led to his discovery. 

Under interrogation, Prisoner attempted at first to shield those 
of his comrades who, like himself, were living under assumed names* 

He later became co-operative, and the infra he has supplied is considered 
reliable.

Prisoner is in many ways an exact replica’ of his friend LaPINS,. both 
in age (he is 35) and in his career as a KJ leader. At the time of the 

collapse he was in the company of a group of RJ leaders from EAST PRUSSIA 
including LAPINS, who had fled to the British Zone, He was undoubtedly 
influenced to a considerable extent. by the decision of this group to 
assume aliases in order to avoid arrest. He also carefully avoided 
any political activity which might have led to his discovery* 

Under interrogation Prisoner had fewer scruples than LuJPINS in 
divul ;ing the names of his comrades. He was fully co-operative, and 
the i. ;fm he has given may be regarded as reliable,

III. PRISONERS 1 CONNECTIONS WITH GLOBETROTTER 



A. ITZEHOE GROUP 

HOMMEN 

HOIaMEN f s association with GLOBETROTTER originated when BE CKELARD 
obtained employment in HOMMEN 's business in Oct 45* HCMMEN, who 
describes himself as a Pan-European, claims that at that time he was 
interesting himself purely academically in Pan-Europeanism. 

In Jan 46 he made^ the following arrangements with BE CThELARB; 

a) To found an org which would aim at a Federation of 
European States under the leadership of GREAT BRITAIN* 

b) To utilise , as a bo3X3 for government, a modified forte of National- 
Socialism, free from racial discrimination and militarism^ 

c; BE CHELARD was to organise the movement in GERvLJTf , and 

HQ/IMEN's port in this arrangement was to assist DE CKELnJRD 
with money and also to formulate an ideological programme 
for the proposed movement, 

Y/ith this end in' view, HOMMEN wrote a series of politico- 
religious essays entitled "Die Briefe des MEGHIN" ("Detters of the 
MEGHIN") which he gave to DE CHELARD, who adapted them and used them 
as an ideological basis for his proposed movement, which he called 
"Die Leute des MEGHIN" ("People of the MEGHIN"). 

It is unlikely that HOMMEN did not realise early in his 
association with BE CIIELARD that the latter's interest in Pan- 
Europeanism was nothing mere than a cover for his own machinations. 
Nevertheless, he continued to associate with DE CKELARD, and allowed 
him to use his office as a meeting place for individuals whom BE 
CHEKlRD had enlisted or intended to enlist for his own purposes# 

There is no evidence tint BE CHELaRD made any headway with his ' 
proposed org. He apparently talked convincingly of his nebulous plans 
to ...r» . v .~ w

. GaLLA went to live in ITZEHOE at the time of the capitulation. 

He got to know iiOMMEH in May 45 and expounded his fantastic political 
ideas to him. He showed great interest in iiOM:Ei v i 1 s Pan-European ideas, 
without , however, taking part at the time in any political activities 
onilOMMExN's behalf. 



It was not until Apr 46 that GjiLLu become 'Tee , ly involved 

in CIOBETROTTER. At that time he was introduced by HQ -Si’, to 
DE CriELJTD, and in turn by IE CILjLliRD to DUSCr£EK. It : vst be assumed 
that DE CHEIuiRD who hod discussed GaLLutds political i&e: 3 with IiO : TEN, 
was impressed by G.JJAv's oratory. DE GHELJbD endeavoui.id to find out 
whether GkIajA was a member of any political org or movement. ixs G/iLLn 
did not wish to become too deeply involved in DE CiULARTvs political 
activities, lie became evasive and told DE CHELARD that he was already 
a member of a movement known as the M Ant i-Bewegung " , Ej further told 

DE CvELlRD that he would have to consult the leader of the movement 
before he could disclose its aims and programme. DE CHELuRD took 
GALIA's statements at their face value, and discussed them widely 
amongst his own contacts, with the result that it was generally accepted 
that the "Anti-Bewegung M did in fact exist. Under interrogation GALLA 
has insisted that the whole story was invented by him, and that no such 
movement as the 1 'Ant i-B ewe gung M did exist. 

(NB. GALLA claims that he has been a member of a secret 
international org since 1938* He states that this org aims at creating 
first a United States of EUROPE, and eventually a United States 0 ? the 
V/ORLD, under the leadership of GREaT BRITAIN, with LONDON as the world 
capital. As G*\LLA has produced no facts whatever 1 l u ~ this 

story, it is believed that it is yet another figment of iio distorted 
imagination.) 



DUSCHEK 

DUSCIiEIC came to HERZHORN nr ITZEHOE in Jul 45- K was without 
means or employment, and it was his search for work which eventually 
brought him into contact with KGMZviEN and thus v/iJh GLOBE] GOITER, 

DE CHELARD, who was employed by HOMEM, was at one tiro a neighbour 
of DUSCHEK at HERZHORN. In Feb 46, DE CiiELARD told DU. IraiC tint there 
migb t be a possibility of employment for him in HQMUBis 1 s V.usiness, 

.DUSCHEK called on HCMMEN at ITZEHOE with a view to cbt ailing work, but , 
was unsuccessful. On this occasion, HOMiEN discussed i in-Zuropeanism 
with DUSCHEK. DUSCHEK in turn spoke of his idee.s of organising his 
fellow-refugees into a coherent body in order that their grievances 
could more effectively be brought to the notice of the occupying authorities 
lifter this first encounter with HOMlvIEN, at ’which 11* CiifLuiRD was- 
also present, DUSCHEK accepted DE CIIELARD 1 s invitation ~o spend the night 
at his house. On arrival at DS CIELARD’s home, DUS IHF”. SPRINGER/, 

STENDER and Dr GRUME. DUSCHEK told them of his di ccuriTo- with HGvCvE N . 

About a fortnight after DUSCHEK 1 s first meeting wi\h 1:0E?1EN , he 
called again to try to obtain work, but was definitely told that there 
v/as no opening for him. DE CrlELARD was also present or this occasion*. 

He had just returned from HAMBURG, where he had heard of RITTER * 3 EVB ' 
(Europaische Volks-Bewegung) .■ He suggested to DUSCHEK tliat this - 
movement would be an ideal org to represent the refugees. 

DUSCHEK, who had previously endeavoured to interest the large 
political parties in the problems of refugees, realised ••r/mediat :ly 
that a small and new movement such as the EVB might ‘-ah/ m or-.: interest. 

He suggested to DE CHELARD that they should visit RIVIEA and propose 
to him that, in return for their canvassing refugee nemV’rc for c no 
EVB, he should make the problems of the refugees one of ho pc into of 
his political programme. DUSCHEIC visited RITTER cover;! times, 
sometimes accompanied by DS CHELARD, and discussed with. lHu tne 
formation of a committee of refugees within the EVD, th* oT'ibliHvnent 



secretaryship of this proposed brancii. IVnj. 
canvas; for the EVB in the iiERZHORM and CLi)C 
a-rr^ed to concentrate on ITZEHOE and cist riot . 
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.‘ontrar y to BUSCHEK 1 s hopes; RITTER did not make him secretary 
of \!.j proposed ITZEHOS branch of the EVB. In addition; DE C nEIuAD 
.was . low in boosting DUSCnEiC 1 s canvassing: campaign in the ITZEHOE 
dis*' ict 4 These factors determined BUSCHEK to v/ithdraw from tho EVB; 
and ; informed BE CHEL^RD of his decision. DB CrSLoRD persuaded him; 
ho-.^ver, to car*/ on, .ind .informed him that in the meantime he had made 
the \ e quaint a- ee of GALLAj who had tola him of his "extensive arid 
important" connections. BE CHELilXD thought that GtuLLA might prove 
useful to DUSCK1K and put them in touch with each other. After Gu»LLA 
had. delivered one of his fantastic ‘political lectures; BUSCHEK came 
to the conclusion that he was not to be taken seriously. BUSCHEK 
claims that he then told BE CrlELAIuD that he would remain in the EVB 
only if BE CKKK.RD could find a definite number of redruits for the 
EVB dthih a specified time* ’./hen BE CiJSHJlD failed to comply with 
this demahd; BUSCHEK decided to withdraw ’from the EVE- and from the 
political field altogether. 

. from the aedbunt given by BUSCHEK, .aid to some extent by KCMviEN 
it appeal’d that BE ChEL^RB desired to ir letrate the EVB with his own 
contacts, eunong former HJ anci SC nnrbors.

7'ith the aid of these false Soldbucher, they obtained their 
dis*. arge from the Volkssturm in the normal way, Once discharged; 
they applied to ^he Burgermeist ernmt at FLEHSBURG for refugee 
cert "boates ( / Luchtlingsauswoiso) , on the strength of which they 
late- obtained dentity c<jrds from the competent authorities. 



^rom PLE. fHURG the party went to GLOCKSBURG, where DOBaT 
quarr ullod 'with the others and left them.* The remainder of the party 
went to BOVERSTEDT , where they found wopk on the land. • Mails t in 
BOVERS-TSDT, LAPINS travelled to EGILERNFORDE , where by chance he mot 
Oban £ CZIGH and his wife. When CZICH heard that employment oould be 
obtained at BOVERSTEDT, He decided to join tho rest of the party there. 

.about beg Jul 45 the party decided to leave SCIELE&7IG-H0LSTEIN 
ana to go to 7/e stern GEHvLiNY. L^BIMS raid ifiCitoL went as an advance 
part - and by chance found favourable living conditions at VENi-E nr 
OSMv.. RlfCK, where they settled. LvPINS or NICiCEL wrote to SCHRODER 
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and DOftiU an d told them to come to Vdi ’HD, On their way to 
VENNE, SCHRODER and DORAU passed throuvh ITZEHOE, where they 
visited various relations and acquaintances. During; their 
stay in ITZEHOE, they met DE OnfiDJiD, whom they had known in 
5U&T PRUSSIA. SCHRODER and DOILJJ talked to DE CKEBRD about 
old times and before leaving gave him their address at VENNE. 

14. LUPINS £ LEIHiOLZ; NICKEL ® SEECHT 

LAPINS and NICKEL wore only remotely connected witty GLOBETROTTER 
aiid DE CKELARD, . Deg Jan 46, BE CnELJbD called on SCHRODER at VENNE 
and told him that he wished to talk to SCI DIDDER and his friends, 

CZICII, DlPINS and NICKEL met at SCHRoDER's and were introduced to DE 
C:£SLJID,' EE GluiluJU) told them that he was employed by KQMMEN, a 
former Dutch National Socialist . D£ CHFDJID stated that he and 
HOlCaEN were in touch with a number of individuals in ITZEHOE who 
hoped for a revival of some form of National Socialism. DE CHELiPD 
tried to persuade all those present to join what he vaguely termed 
"his group". LaPINS and NICICEL state that they all refused point 7 
blank to have anything to do with his group. None of them invited 
DE CHE LARD to stay overnight, and he therefore left VENICE the same 
evening. 

End Mar - beg Apr 46, DE Ch'ELuJCD paid a second and last visit 
to VENNE. He called on LAPINS, having learnt that SCHRuDSR had 
been carrested, and insisted that NICICEL and CZICH should bo sent for, 
as he had important news for them. Upon their arrival, DE CNEBlRD 
gave an address on the "Russian Menace", arid said that he considered 
war between -RUSSIA and the Western idllies to be inevitable. He 
mentioned that a number of European intellectuals had formed an org 
which aimed at a United States of the WORLD ( "Anti -B eve gung") . He 
considered this to be the only effective step to combat the spread of 
Communism. L.UPINS and NICICEL state that, on this occasion also, all 
those present refused to have anything to do with BE CHELJCD 1 s 
fantastic schemas. DlPINS was the only member of the VENNE Croup 
who subsequently saw DE CiiELARD again. In -».pr 46, DPI NS travelled t* 
ITZEHOE in order to visit a former comrade Klaus REUTER who was in 
hospital there.
